;id^! 3 one stripe 3 cm wide. Almost all of the soldiers wore war decorations. 
The other barracks buildings wore occupied in approximately the same way.

From conversations heard it seemed that 
most ofthe soldiers were flying personnel. The ranking cuf icers were captains. 
Assembly work was porfomed daily on the nine biplanes available at the insti- 
tute. The aircraft were occasionally sprayed with a gray-green acetone paint, 
technical and general instruction was given in the class rooms. The trainee., 
were from 20 to 30 years of age. Soviet guard said that groups oi trainees 
vjere often sent to factories to pick up spare parts. 
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
